A of the new cur- 
riculum, ahd ‘an explanation of the 
operation of the large unit were 
given by L. A. Thurber, school 
inspector, Many questions were 
asked and much discussion enter- 
ed. into after\Mr. Thurber’s talk. 
Miicth information was obtained 
and considerable opposition was 
shown to the enforcement of the 
scheme throughout the Province 
until it had been tried out for a 
longer period in the existing 
units. No vote was taken. 

Although no defiriite informa- 
tion could be given by the speak- 
er, it appears highly probable 
that this locality will be convert- 
ed into a large school division 
this fall, in view of the statement 
of the Minister of Education (as 
reported in the daily press) that 
it was his intention to convert the 
remainder of the school distriets 
in the province into large units 
this year. 

Meeting at Blackfalds 

Between 50 and 60 trustees and 
others attended the meeting in 
Blackfalds.on Tuesday to discuss 
the larger school unit question. 

L. A. Thurber, school inspector, 
gave a thorough explanation of 
the new set-up and was submitted 
to a barrage. of questions, largely 
dealing with the financing of the 
large unit and its relationship to 
the municipal districts who col- 
lect the taxes for it. Probably 
more opposition was shown than 


. at the Bentley meeting, although 


many were prepared to admit 
that some good points were to be 
seen. 

Opposition is quite obviously 
due to the fact that no provision 
was made in the act for the tak- 
ing of a vote in the various dis- 
triets rather than to the actual 
plan itself. .

audience thought that if this were 


done, however, the issue would 


only be made a political football, 
and believed that these tactics 
were already being employed by 
the U.F.A. 

Twenty of the larger areas are 
in operation, it was stated, and 
figures were quoted showing the 
decrease in costs of operation of 
the new system as against that 
of the present one, In the audi- 
ence was a visitor from one of 
the larger units who claimed that 
in his district the system is oper- 
ating successfully; that inspection 
and supervision has been given 
the school twice in the last six 
months; that teachers'are able to 
do better work and are free from 
quarrels which divide the district 
as to the teacher’s capabilities. 

He believed that. Premier Aber- 
hart would have the thanks of 
the people of the future for put- 
ting into operation this -edyca- 
tional measure, and he thought if 
it is a fact that fewer men in the 
legislature could do the work of 
the province just as well surely 
fewer trustees and a larger unit 
would work equally well in the 
educational world. 


No Charges of Graft 

“Even the worst enemies of 
this government have never level- 
led charges of graft,” said Mr. 
Jaques, as he reviewed conditions 
in the province under previous 
governments. People used to 
discuss the graft in the govern- 
ment,. now they are discussing 
economics. Never, he said, has 
any government. been. subjected 
to the criticism that this one has, 
xccounted for by the 
government has 
challenged the rule of Finance. 

People have learned something 
from this government, said Mr. 
Jacques, as seen by the number of 
telegrams going forward asking 
that the price of wheat be 
pegged. Although a bill had 
been passed by the Federal 
Government last year authorizing 
a wheat board, it did not function 
owing to an Order in Council that 
wheat would not be purchased 
until it dropped to 87% cents. 

This year the government has 
refused to set a price despite 
requests from the Social Credit 
and other members. 


Referring to the action of the 
banks in withdrawing from Al- 
berta, Mr. Jaques said members 
of the Bennett Government had 
said that for eight banks remov- 
ing from Alberta, \ eleven had 
gone from Saskatchewan. In Al- 
berta the government is blamed, 
who is to blame in Saskatchewan?

be School Girl 
‘Station Drowned at Gull Lake 


Prominent farmers and offi- 
cials belive there has been no 
outbreak of the sleeping sickness 
disease among horses in this dis- 
trict, a check up Thursday morn- 
ing by the Globe revealed. Al- 
though there have been two or 
three deaths among horse herds, 
it is thought that the disease 
sweeping through Saskatchewan 
was not responsible. Reports 
from the Clive district state that 
the disease has broken out among 
several horses in that district, 
but there has been no proven 
foundation to the rumor. 

Prominent farmers and experi- 
mental farm executives see no 
real cause for alarm in the few 
isolated cases of this horse 
disease in the district. No more 
than two, or at the most, three 
cases have occurred even 
the large horse herds in Alberta. 
The disease is not highly con- 
tagious, . 

Farmers have been urged by 
Dr. P. R. Talbot, . provincial 
veterinarian to work through the 
Municipal District offices in pre- 
venting any wide spread of the 


disease. “Age is not a factor in 
susceptibility,” Dr. Talbot de- 
clares. 


The disease, known in veterin- 
arian circles as encephalomyelitis 
appeared first in Saskatchewan 
in 1935, recurred in 1937 in epi- 
demic form and resulted in a high 


mortality. The condition is 
caused by an invisible germ 
which locates in the brain, 


causing inflamation first and 
later degeneration of the brain 
tissues. The germ responsible 
for this disease may be carried 
from diseased to healthy horses 


-by means of biting flies, but the 


mode of infection is not yet quite 
clear. 
Symptoms 

The first symptoms are those 
of dullness, loss of appetite, and 
weakness, The animal will stand 
with its front feet apart, head 
held low and the eyes partly 
closed. Vision is impaired and 
in some cases the horse will walk 
into fences or other objects. 


. Walking is difficult..and the ani. 


mal’s gait is unsteady. There is 
a marked tendency to walk in 
circles, and if the patient is run- 
ning loose, will continue to walk 
until it collapses from exhaustion. 
The lips may at first twitch 
violently and later the lower lip 
hangs pendulous. Loss of con- 
trol of the hind legs is common 
and very often the muscles of the 
throat become paralysed render- 
ing it difficult or impossible to 
swallow. 
Treatment 

The drenching of sick horses 
should not be attempted since 
the muscles of the throat may be 
partly paralyzed. Farmers are 
warned against the fraudulent 
drug and vaccine peddler who 
travels through the country ad- 
ministering drugs and injecting 
horses with illegal serums and 
vaccines at tremendous cost to 
the owners. 

The disease may be treated 
with a special serum which is 
introduced under the skin by 
means of a hypodermic syringe. 
The most satisfactory results are 
obtained when the serum is used 
at the onset of the disease, al- 
though serum may also be used 
for the prevention of the disease.

N the passing of the lamented “Andy” Gilmour 


last week, Lacombe and district lost one of its 
noted and esteemed old timers and pioneers. Loyal 
to the core to his home community, he did much 
to make this district one of the finest in Western 
Canada for mixed farming, and his freely given 
sound and timely advice will be recalled by many. 
A close student of agriculture, his name will go 
down in the history of Albertaas one of the lead- 
ing agriculturists of the past decade. 

He spent forty-one years in this community, 
which is quite a span in any: individual's life. He 
was a large livestock dealer, and in recent years 
specialized’ in seed growing. A keen business 
man, his word was his bond, and his unassuming 
character made him a host of friends.

feeling of an’ that I read in an American 

paper an article over Corrigan’s signa- 
ture stating, inthe words of a 1914 song, “I didn’t 
mean to do it!” It sounds rather like a Bob Ripley % 
“Believe it or not” story. To the lay mind it 
seems extraordinary that an experienced flier 
could fly 26 hours in the wrong direction before 
he realised it. However, apparently it is his 
story, and I suppose he will stick to it; personally 
I think he is rather stuck with it. Perhaps he was 
afraid he might be arrested on arrival, lacking 
permission or passport. His flight certainly cap- 
tured the public imagination, to the exclusion of 
a realization that, in the same week, a page in 
flying history had been written by the British Air 
Force, 1 refer to the one-day Transatlantic flight 
(and return journey) of ‘the “Mercury, better 
known, perhaps, as the “pick-a-back” plane, 

The two flights are connected irrevocably in 
my mind by a visit to the picture show! There, 
last week, I saw pictures of Corrigan’s arrival in 
Dublin, (and, incidently, pictures of our King and 
Queen in Paris,) brought here by the Mercury. 
Thus, for the first time in history, American film 
audiences ‘were seeing the same news-reel as 
British and European film’ audiences. Rather 
breath-taking isn’t it? Quite a milestone on the 
road of progress, 

There is an interesting point in. connection 
with these two flights, Corrigan has achieved 
notoriety, and fame and fortune will be his ad lib. 
and forever. But what of the pilot of the Mercury? 
And, incidently,.we must remember that this plane 
made the return flight. How many of my feaders 
know the name of the pilot, or the number of the 
crew? Very British, the whole proceeding, car- 
ried out as a mere routine matter; no flag-waving, 
no backslapping. 


The advance in flying reads like a fairy tale; 
and presents a wonderful opportunity for our 
young men; and, don’t overlook .it, young women, 
too. I am referring to commercia) flying, and all 
that it will entail; the building of planes; expert 
mechanics, and radio operators, air stewardesses, 
ete., and other *countless jobs that will go a- 
begging. Some wide-awake and farseeing youths 
are training for these future openings, but un- 
employed youths should look into this matter, it 
will be surely worth their while. 


It is only 32 years that flying has been an ac- 
complished fact, and only 19 years since the North 
Atlantic was first flown by two Britishers, (long 
since forgotten) Alcock and Brown. They did not 
receive the acclaim that Lindbergh did, because 
they just did their job as R.A.F. officers. Nineteen 
years ago, and now planes are leaving London 
and Sydney three times a week, carrying letters 
13,000 miles for three cents. . Shortly, due to the 
pioneer work of the. Mercury, and like ships, the. 
North Atlantic will be spanned by a regular, fast 
mail service. “To bring it home, a letter posted 
after business hours in London will be received 
in New York next day. 

To impatient youth, nineteen years seems a 
long time to conquer the 2000 odd miles that divide 
America from England, but it must be remember- 
ed that where a lone flyer like Lindberg, Earhart, 
or Corrigan can wait for favorable weather, and 
then make a dash for it, a regular mail and pas- 
senger service has to have a regular schedule. 

Individual non-stop records passed the 5000 
mile mark in 1929, but a new record for mass 
flying was set up by 23 R.A.F. flyers on July. 9 
when they flew 4,300 in 32 hours. To get an idea 
of the speed it took them 66 minutes to fly from 


‘London to Paris. 


Young Canadians should be glad that the 
Canadian Government has at last agreed to set 
up flying schools to train young Canadians as 
pilots. It should be an inspiration to the many 
fine young men in this Dominion who feel that 
they are not wanted, that there are no “jobs” for 
them. If they do not wish to actually fly, they 
can take up any one of the many careers which 
will run concurrently with the growth of flying 
activities, and be pioneers in a branch effort that 
will be to-morrow’s leading trade, industry, and 
means of travelling and transportation.

No Political Significance 
In Sabotage, is Thought 


C.C.F. Convention Said to be 
Most Successful in History; 
New Platform. Devised. 


By T. B. WINDROSS 


EDMONTON. Although be- 
lieved in all official quarters to be 
without political significance, one 
of the most interesting and im- 
portant developments of the past 
month at the-.capital) was the 
sabotage of the provincial gov- 
ernment power ;plant behind the 
legislative buildings last . week. 
From the distance of Port Alber- 
ni, B.C., where-he heard about it, 
Minister of Public Works, W. A. 
Fallow, said jhat the saboteur 
who poured sand into all the 
generating units in the plant and 
‘who attacked them with a sledge’ 
must have been: “a lunatic or a 
fanatic,” but even Mr. Fallow; did 
not blame political opponents of 
the government. 

In similar attacks on public 
works department property on 


other nights, some large windows” 


in the main legislative building 
were smashed and one invader 
was frightened away as he 
seemed about: to wreck road- 
building machinery after break- 
ing into a government garage. So 
the government has installed a 
searchlight on. the roof of the 
main building and its beam 
sweeps the grounds right down 
to the river bank. 

In what is described as its most 
successful gathering since the 
party was organized, the C.C.F. 
held its national convention here 
during the week, delegates being 
present from all over Canada. 

Some significant and important 
actions were .taken and some 
clear-cut constructive — even 
though revolutionary in a degree 
—resolutions were adopted. Per- 
haps the most practical and -com- 
monsense statemente made by any 
delegate at the convention. was 
that made by J. S. Woodsworth, 
national leader, when he declared 
it would require more than 
“wishful thinking” to establish 
Socialism in Canada. That is 
true of all reforms, commentators 
were saying and one prominent 
citizen, not a ‘C.C.F. supporter, 
said, “What we need is leaders 
with their heads above petty 
politics and their feet firmly 
planted on solid fact and prac- 
tical progress.” 

A new platform for the party 
was adopted with the main plank 
the socialization of essential in- 
dustries and services. The pro- 
vincial platform deals with edu- 
cation, the civil service, public 
health, defence of democracy, co- 
operatives, taxation and debts. 

Unlike the present Alberta 
government an the declarations 
made by Premier Aberhart before 
he gained power at the polls, the 
C.C.F. recognized clearly and 
honestly the fact that the powers 
of the province are limited but 
that there is a large enough field 
where action may be taken with- 
in the constitution to help for- 
ward the establishment of a co- 
operative commonwealth in the 
dominion.
